which the packinghouse revelations have aroused the republican leaders in 


the house have been forced to abandon their program of delay. 
Repre­ 


sentative Mann of Illinois has introduced a resolution calling upon the 


committee on rules for a special order for the pure food bill. Once the 


measure shall be given the right of w ay in the house, its passage will fol­ 


low. 
Few statesmen dare vote against it. The only way that such legis­ 


lation may be defeated is through chicanery and fraud. 


Speaker Cannon, who is absolute master of the house, has been moved 


to deny responsibility for delaying consideration of the pure food bill. He 


is quoted as saying by a Chicago newspaper that so far as he knowns “ there 


has been no effort upon the part of any one, and certainly not upon my 


part, in any way to delay consideration of the pure food bill. It has been 


in the power of the majority of the house upon motion of any member to 


consider the bill.” Yet the fact remains that the bill has not been consid­ 


ered. The majority could have forced consideration of the measure, but 


the majority has delegated its prerogatives to Speaker Cannon and 
the 


committee on rules. The members of the house are mere puppets. For a 


republican representative to take action such as Mr. 
Cannon 
suggests 


might have been taken without consulting the republican leaders 
of 
the

its defeat through delay. The Washington

agreed that the program of the republican leaders has been 
to 
carry 


the bill over to the short session for consideration and then to kill it un­ 


der the plea that the time is too short for the consideration of such im­ 


portant legislation. 
The meat packing scandal has made the program of 


delay untenable and the bill will be taken up for consideration and passed. 


Having been forced to abandon the policy of delay, it may be expected 


that they will now seek to serve the interests of the packers and the 


adulterated food manufacturers by bringing in a rule to prevent the of­ 


fering of amendments that they m ay force the passage of an emascul­ 


ated measure— Milwaukee News.
